REMARKS 

This Response is submitted in response to the Office Action mailed on August 29, 2000. The 
Office Action requires Applicants to elect one of two patentably distinct species: A) analgesics, 
muscle relaxants, antibiotics, antiviral, antihistimine, decongestant, anti-inflammatory, antiacid, 
psychotherapeutic agent, insulin, vitamin, mineral, and cardiovascular agents; and B) stimulants.
